' Choose to break your bad habit—now! As Dr. Hoffman has 
stated, “one of the terrible illusions of life that we allow ourselves 
is that the present hour is not the critical, decisive hour/’ 

Now is the hour to break that bad habit. 


FISH-FINDING WITH 
“MERCURY” 

A thermometer is one of the 
best “lures” a man can own. 

Y'ou may not rate it in the 
same class as pork rind or a 
“river rant,” but it'll account 
for just as many fish. Next 
to an outboard motor, this 
fragile tube is one of the most 
effective fish-finding devices 
known to anglers. * 

Water temperature, as much 
as any other factor, governs 
the habits of your favorite 
game fish, say the fishing ex¬ 
perts at Mercury outboards. It 
determines when and where 
they feed, and often sends you 
home empty-handed. 

Fish have definite needs. 
Principal iy f they require oxy¬ 
gen. This vital element escapes 
into the atmosphere as the 
water warms. That’s why sum¬ 
mer fishing is best at' consider¬ 
able depths while fall fishing 
need not be so deep. 

To check water tempera¬ 
tures, Mercury suggests a 
minimum-reading thermometer 
attached to a line with knots 
tied at three-foot intervals. 
Probe the depths until you 
reach the preferred tempera¬ 
ture belt. When you’ve deter¬ 
mined the proper fishing 
depth, you’ll save your casting 
arm, and you’ll catch more 
fish. 

Ask your local conservation 
official for specific information 
on the temperature prefer¬ 
ences of the fish you seek, as 
different species favor differ¬ 
ent water temperatures. The 
next time you inventory the 
tackle box, jot down a ther¬ 
mometer along with new plugs 
needed o 


New York (NAPS) — Almost everybody has at least one, and 
many quite normal people have several. Bad habits range from 
nail-biting to first-pounding-—and may include stuttering or alco¬ 
holism. 

If you’ve ever set out to break a bad habit, chances are you’ll 
agree with an old Spanish proverb which says, “Habits are at first 
cobwebs, then cables.” But even a cable can be broken! 

Whether or not you want to part with your bad habits—and how 
successfully you banish the ones thri you really dislike—may depend 
in part on how well you understand the subject. 

WHAT IS IT? 

What exactly is a habit? Most; experts would define it as a 
constantly repeated gesture, mannerism, or body motion which is 
either unconscious or—if the person knows what he’s doing and can’t 
stop it—compulsive. If you broaden the category to include nervous 
reactions to situations, then the chronic headache or blushing may in 
this sense also be a “nervous (bad) habit” 

What about chronic habits that are considered “diseases”-r-like 
alcoholism? Dr. Oswald Hoffman, of radio's famed Lutheran Hour 
says: “I myself cannot agree with the theory that alcoholism, be¬ 

cause it creates mental illness, is itself a disease and is to be treated 
as a disease. This is to deal with the problem too easily. To say 
that the alcoholic is sick, gives him a ready-made justification for 
his drinking, for his weakness and refusal to face up to his resjjon- 
sibility.” 

Noted psychologist Dr. Frank Crain maintains: “....excessive 
drinking is not a disease, just as thievery, lying and profanity are 
not diseases but destructive and obnoxious habits that must be 
broken and overcome,” 

WHAT TO DO? 

The first step toward conquering* both rhe inward need and the 
outward “habit” is to recognize it! Facing: it is all important be¬ 
cause it brings the need to the surface. At Mt. Sinai Speech Clinic 
in New York City, a girl who stuttered all her life was cured at the 
age of 24. Her “therapy,” according to die man who worked with 
her, consisted of “getting her to face her stuttering head-on, to get 
her to assume an ‘if-I-stutter-so-Avhat’ attitude.” It worked. 

Noted psychologist William James believed you could substitute 
a new positive habit for the old habit- He advised: “In the acquisi¬ 
tion of a new habit, or the leaving off of an old one, there are four

Veterans seeking home loans 
guaranteed by the Veterans Ad¬ 
ministration are advised by the 
YA to be cautious about getting 
involved in ‘‘side deals” or “tie- 
in sales” as a condition to pur¬ 
chasing a home. 

There have been cases in which 
veterans have been requested or 
even required to purchase items 
of furniture or other merchan¬ 
dise. These are paid for in cash 
and not from the proceeds of the 
loan guaranteed or insured by 
the VA. In some cases the items 
have been so overpriced ets to 
constitute additional considera¬ 
tion for the purchase of a home. 

Sometimes these offers are leg¬ 
itimate and benefit the veteran, 
and the VA has no objection to

Q. I have a heart condition and 
my dentist says I must be hos¬ 
pitalized to have several of my 
teeth extracted. Will my hospi¬ 
tal insurance under medicare cov¬ 
er this? 

A. First of all, the services of 
your dentist would not be covered 
by medicare. The law, is specific 
in its limitation. The only dental 
services which are covered are 
for surgery related to the jaw or 
for the reduction of a fracture 
of the jaw or of a facial bone. 
When a patient is hospitalized 
solely for the performance of 
non-covered dental services, such 
as the extraction of teeth, neither 
the dental services nor the hospi-' 
tal expenses are covered. 

However, when a patient’s phy¬ 
sical condition, such as a history 
of repeated heart attacks, indi¬ 
cates to his physician that he 
must be hospitalized for the per¬ 
formance of non-covered dental 
services
